REVIEW PROCESS (Z-10-04)

Community Development Director Wehrmeister presented the staff report dated October 7, 2010
recommending the City Council: 1) Introduce the ordinance by title only, and; 2) introduce the
ordinance amending Title 9, Chapter 5, Article 26 of the Municipal Code regarding administrative
Design Review procedures.

Mayor Davis opened and closed the Public Hearing with no speakers requesting to speak.

On motion by Councilmember Moore, seconded by Councilmember Rocha, the City Council
members present unanimously agreed to: 1) Introduce the ordinance by title only; 2) Introduce the
ordinance amending Title 9, Chapter 5, Article 26 of the Municipal Code regarding administrative
Design Review procedures.

PUBLIC COMMENTS

April Johnson and several other Deer Meadow neighborhood residents expressed concern
regarding an excessive amount of cats in their neighborhood. They reported a neighbor feeding
the cats had caused the area to be over populated and efforts to have her discontinue had failed.
The following health and safety concerns were raised; excessive cat waste and flies, transference
of disease, excessive breeding, property damage and deceased cats. They urged the City
Council to assist them in getting the issue resolved.

Chief Hyde stated he would work with the residents to help alleviate their concerns.

Mayor Davis requested Chief Hyde keep the Council informed of the situation and urged the
neighbors to bring any trapped cats into the Animal Shelter.

Councilmember Rocha stated if the traps were unsuccessful, Chief Hyde provide alternative to
resolve the issue.

Councilmember Moore commended the neighbors for trying to resolve the issue in a friendly
manner and stated the City had an obligation to take action to try to remedy this problem.

Mayor Davis apologized for the delay resolving the issue and thanked the residents for bringing
their concerns to the Council.

STAFF COMMUNICATIONS

City Manager Jakel announced the City Council would be meeting on October 26, 2010.
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The eBART groundbreaking scheduled dates were announced as follows: November 13, 2010, at
the Pittsburg/Bay Point station, and October 29, 2010 for the Community Center Dedication. He
further reported the Highway 4 widening bid had come in below the estimate.
